  11  renumbered to be Sections 16-402(a)(12) through (38) and 16-812(k) through (q), 
  12  respectively.

  12    (1) FOR A FIRST OFFENSE, A FINE OF $100;

  14    (3) FOR A THIRD OR SUBSEQUENT OFFENSE, A FINE OF $500.
